Police have launched an investiga¬ 
tion after an Epsom councillor 
claimed she was roughly barged by 
the leader of Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil (SCC) during a peaceful protest. 

Labour councillor Sheila Carlson 


said she was left bruised after the 
barge by Conservative leader David 
Hodge outside County Hall in 
Kingston as he was entering the 
building on October 21. 

Police say they are investigating 
the assault claim, which may have 
been captured on CCTV. Surrey 
County Council has issued a state¬ 
ment, but Coun Hodge has not 
commented. 

Speaking to the Epsom Guardian, 


Coun Carlson said: “He stalked to¬ 
wards us and instead of going 
around me he came straight to¬ 
wards me and knocked my arm out 
of the way. 

“He said, ‘Get out of the way’. He 
could have walked around us, but he 
chose not to. 

“I didn’t know who it was, but I 
was then told it was the SCC leader 
David Hodge. 

“I just don’t think it’s acceptable. 


You can’t go around hitting people. 
He had no idea who I was. 

”No matter how stressed the man 
may be we are entitled to have a 
peaceful demonstration and it was. 

“We weren’t chanting. We were 
just giving out leaflets as people 
were coming in and out of the door. 
We weren’t antagonising anyone. I 
was gobsmacked.”

Pupils from St Clement’s 
Catholic Primary School in 
West Ewell planted the first 40 
crosses in a field of remem¬ 
brance at Bourne Hall park on 
Tuesday. 

Museum assistant David 
Brooks said: “There are 440 
men listed on public war me¬ 
morials in Epsom and Ewell. 

“We will have one planted 
for everyone who died and 
they will be written on by 
local schoolchildren. 


The Central Band of the Royal 
British Legion will be performing 
a Remembrance Day concert at 
Epsom Playhouse on Sunday. 

The performance will include a 
short remembrance sequence 
with the Last Post, Epitaph and 
Reveille. 

The Central Band is now in its 
69th year and considers Epsom 
its home town, as it was formed 
in the Epsom British Legion Club 
directly after World Warll. 

Captain David Cole MV0 RM 
will lead the band, fresh from his 
role as co-producer of the Le¬ 
gion’s annual Festival of Re¬ 
membrance at the Royal 
Albert Hall the night be¬ 
fore, with members of 
the band, who will also 
have performed at the 
festival.

Rolls of honour returned

Replica rolls of honour com¬ 
memorating a church's war 
dead were unveiled at a 
church on Sunday, more than 
15 years after the originals 
were removed. 

St Barnabas Church, in 
Temple Road, 

Epsom, has cre¬ 
ated a stone 
plaque reading 
For the Fallen 
and installed a 
memorial case 
containing 
copies of the 


rolls and information on its 
war dead. 

The Bishop of Dorking, Rt 
Rev Ian Brackley, dedicated 
the memorials during a spe¬ 
cial remembrance service at 
the church on Sunday morn¬ 
ing, pictured right. 

The service was followed by 
a celebration lunch. 

After months of prepara¬ 
tion, the

so hard to make the day pos¬ 
sible”. 

Clive Gilbert, a researcher 
at Epsom and Ewell Local 
and Family History Centre, 
said that it was “an excellent 
morning”. 

The rolls of honour, which 
name soldiers from both 
world wars, were taken from 
the church to an archives in 
Woking during the 1990s 
under the previous vicar, 
the Rev Michael Preston. 

Mr Gilbert initiated a cam¬ 
paign for the return of the 
rolls after discovering them 
languishing at the Surrey 
History Centre last year. 

Mr Gilbert said: “It paid-off, 
it has worked so that is good. 


“It is distorting history to 
take them away. 

“Men from that community 
died fighting and died for our 
freedom. We should remem¬ 
ber people who fought for our 
freedom. 

“I would have preferred for 
the originals to go back 
where they were. 

“But having said that, they 
have been honoured in a re¬ 
spectful and good way so the 
balance of the scales is 
equal.” 

Relatives of dead soldiers 
and a former congregation 
member, who remembered 
the beautifully decorated 
Great War roll from his child¬ 
hood, were among those who 



pushed for the rolls of 
honour to be reinstatement. 

In response to mounting 
pressure, publicised by the 
Epsom Guardian, the church 
held two public meetings at 
the start of the year and de¬ 
cided to create the plaque and 
memorial case. 


In the summer, Mr Gilbert 
said: “We will have some¬ 
thing there for future histori¬ 
ans. St Barnabas won’t have 
written itself out of the Great 
War.”

A group of friends in Sydney 
sent their knitting to Banstead 
where it was turned into a 
jumper for a tree in Wilmot Way, 
pictured right. 

Members of the public are in¬ 
vited to find the remembrance 
tree in the street and add their 
own poppy to it. 

Rosie Nurse, 72, and her sis¬ 
ter-in-law Sue Nurse, 74, from 
Sydney, worked together to 
create the remembrance tree 
jumper. 

The pair went on a cruise to 
Norway where Ms Nurse was 
inspired by an avenue of trees 
wearing jumpers. 

Mrs Nurse said: “I was so im¬ 
pressed by them that I took 
some pictures and said to my 
sister-in-law ‘I would like to do 


that for Armistice Day’. 

“She said: ‘When I get 
home I will knit the 
jumper and my 
friends will help’. 

“I got a parcel from 
Sydney with a knitted 
scarf of all different 
colours and some lovely 
knitted poppies.” 

Mrs Nurse put the jumper on 
the tree last week and has seen 
people crossing the road to get 
a closer look at it. 

She said: “I think it is 
important that we should not 
forget.

Pair try to blow up ATM with gas

Thieves tried to blow up a 
post office cash machine 
using gas on Tuesday. 

Two men were seen filling 
the ATM with gas in Kingst- 
son Road, Ewell, at 4.55am. 

But a member of the 
public foiled the operation 


by disturbing them and 
they fled empty-handed in 
a getaway car with a third 
man. 

Detective Constable Jason 
Kelly said: “We believe three 
men were involved in this 
incident and they left the 
area in a silver coloured es¬ 
tate car heading towards 
Tolworth.” 

A similar attempt is be¬ 
lieved to have taken place 


in Twickenham on Monday 
night. 

Epsom and Ewell safer 
neighbourhood team said on 
Facebook that men were 
seen “possibly using gas to 
explode a cash ATM”. 

The team said: “The two 
male suspects were dis¬ 
turbed and left abruptly in a 
grey/silver Audi Estate. 

“A battery, possibly used to 
detonate the gas, was left at 


the scene.” 

In August a cash machine 
was blown up in Kew Village 
and last month an ATM at a 
garage in Richmond caught 
fire as three men attempted 
to blow it up. 

D Con Kelly said: “I would 
ask that if anyone saw any¬ 
thing suspicious in the area 
in the time before this hap¬ 
pened to please get in touch. 
Likewise if you saw the car 


leaving the area, we would 
like to hear from you.”

OAP dies 
after fall 


An elderly man has died after 
reportedly falling, hitting 
his head and having a heart 
attack. 

The ambulance service 
were called to help the man, 
believed to be in his 70s, near 
K&P Tyres in Chessington 
Road, Ewell, just before 1pm 
on Sunday. 

A South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance spokesman said two 
cars with paramedics and an 
ambulance responded to re¬ 
ports that a man had fallen 
and hit his head. 

He said: “The man did go 
into cardiac arrest and was 
resuscitated before he was 
taken to East Surrey Hospital 
in a serious condition.” 

A witness said he saw a 
man being given CPR in a bay 
where tyres are fitted. Four 
police cars were also present. 

An employee at KR Tyres 
declined to comment, but 
said the incident was not 
linked to the tyre fitters. 

A Surrey Police spokesman 
said they were called to 
reports of a “concern for 
safety”. 

He said: “Officers attended 
following a call from the 
South East Coast Ambulance 
Service and found a man in 
his 70s had collapsed on the 
pavement. He was later pro¬ 
nounced dead. The death is 
not being treated as suspi¬ 
cious and a file has been 
passed to the coroner.” 


Crash victim’s hour-long wait for help 


An injured motorcyclist was made to 
wait in the middle of a busy road for 
more than an hour before being taken 
to hospital after a crash in Malden 
Rushett. 

Paramedics were called to the A243 
Leatherhead Road at the junction with 
Fairoak Lane at about 5pm on Friday, 
October 31. 

But witnesses said paramedics did not 
arrive for up to an hour as the man 
lay in the middle of the road with a 
shoulder injury. 

Witness Gerald Harvard said: “I was 
on the 465 bus travelling towards 
Kingston, which was trapped for more 
than two hours; unlike the cars in front, 
which could turn round when told to by 
the police, the bus couldn’t, so we ended 
up right at the crash scene. 

“None of us on the bus could figure 
out why it took so long for the motorcy¬ 
clist to receive medical help. 

“While the police turned up fairly 
quickly, paramedics did not arrive for 
about 45 mins to an hour, and it was a 
further 30 minutes or so before an 
actual ambulance arrived.” 


ASK EAGENT 


A spokesman for London Ambulance 
said: “From the information provided 
by the caller, the patient was conscious 
and breathing, and not in a life-threat¬ 
ening condition. 

“A responder by car arrived at 5.56pm 
and an ambulance crew at 6.32pm and 
the patient was taken to Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal with a shoulder injury.” 

He apologised for the delay and added 
the patient experience team was avail¬ 
able by calling 020 3069 0240.

Hospitals ready to 
tackle ebola cases

Ebola screens have been in¬ 
stalled at Epsom Hospital’s 
accident and emergency 
(A&E) unit to stop panic 
spreading throughout the 
ward if a case has to be 
treated. 

The move was made public 
last month at Epsom and St 
Helier University Hospital 
Trust board meeting last 
month, where it was an¬ 
nounced that the screens 
would also be installed at St 
Helier Hospital. 

The announcement came 
just days before an ebola 
scare at nearby St George’s 
hospital on Tooting, where a 
woman who had travelled to 
West Africa was admitted on 
Sunday with a “haemorrhag¬ 
ic fever”. 

Tests confirmed on Monday 
that it was not the deadly 
virus. 

Speaking at the meeting on 
October 24, was Chrisha Ala¬ 
garatnam, chief executive of 


the trust, told of the trust’s 
readiness ahead of an “ex¬ 
pected” London outbreak 
and how the hospital “was 
following national guidance”. 

She said: “We are prepared 
should we receive a patient 
with this life-threatening dis¬ 
ease. Posters giving advice 
are up in the public areas. 

“London should expect 
some cases in the next few 
months. Good hand washing 


is important.” 

She was asked what would 
happen if a patient turned up 
with suspected ebola and said 
A&E staff would get into pro¬ 
tective clothing. 

However, as this would be 
visible to everybody else on 
the ward, and might “spread 
panic”, she said the hospital 
would follow Epsom’s lead 
and introduce screens to 
“limit this fear”. 


Trust chairman Laurence 
Newman began the board 
meeting discussing perfor¬ 
mance across a number of 
markers and said it is one of 
the better performing trusts 
in London, adding its acci¬ 
dent and emergency results 
are in the capital’s top two. 

The trust is performing at a 
level where 96.5 per cent of 
emergency patients are 
spending fewer than four 
hours in A & E. 

However, infection control 
targets are being missed. 

C diff cases were up for 
September. In September the 
trust had 11 cases of c diff, six 
were directly attributable to 
it. The acceptible level for the 
month was two, while so far 

New nurses 


Health bosses have been to 
Portugal to recruit nurses as 
they struggle to fill a staffing 
shortage and reduce the re¬ 
liance of local hospitals on 
expensive agency staff. 

Kevin Croft, director of peo¬ 
ple and organisational devel¬ 
opment at the trust, told its 
AGM last month that 29 nurs¬ 
es had been recruited from 
the country to help fill the 
gap caused by a 12 per cent 
turnover rate last year. 

He told the committee there

this year there have been 23 
cases. 

There were also two cases 
of MRSA reported in Septem¬ 
ber, one of which was direct¬ 
ly attributable to the trust, 
bringing the year-to-date fig¬ 
ure up to four. Of these, three 


had been a large recruitment 
drive of nurses in the 1970s 
and 1980s, with many of 
those now reaching retire¬ 
ment age and not being 
replaced. 

He said it was a “London¬ 
wide problem” with no real 
solution. 

To address staff illness and 
shortfalls, the trust has had 
to bring in agency workers, 
the bill alone for this year is 
£2m, and rising, and con¬ 
tributes to the trust’s overall 


were avoidable. The target is 
zero. 

Trusts are fined £10,000 for 
each case of c diff and each 
avoidable case of MRSA 
recorded above the target 
level, but this is only paid if 
lapses in care are identified. 

Cancer treatment targets 
are also not being hit. The 
trust is supposed to start 
treating 85 per cent of pa¬ 
tients within 62 days of an ur¬ 
gent GP referral but is only 
managing 78 per cent. 

The trust is doing better 
than the national target in 
screening people over 75 for 
dementia, risk assessing de- 
mential patients and refer¬ 
ring themto a specialist or 
GP. 


deficit of £3.5m for the year. 

He said: “We have actually 
seen some nursing agencies 
take the decision to up their 
rates by 50 per cent, and that 
is not a raise passed on to the 
nurses. That’s a raise tacked 
on to their commission. 

“We have taken some ac¬ 
tions. We have been to Portu¬ 
gal to recruit 29 Portuguese 
nurses. Fourteen are already 
here.”

Rape accused walks free from court after new information emerges

A Metropolitan Police 
spokesman said on Friday: 
“We can confirm that detec¬ 
tives from Kingston are inves¬ 
tigating an allegation of 
assault that was reported to 
police on Friday, October 24.” 

He said enquiries were con¬ 
tinuing and that no arrest has 
been made. 

SCO issued a one-line state¬ 
ment on Monday that said: 
“We have been informed 
about an alleged incident in¬ 
volving the leader and are 
looking into it.” 

First elected to SCC in 2005, 
David Hodge was elected lead¬ 
er of SCC in October 2011, fol¬ 
lowing the departure of his 
colleague Andrew Povey. 

Coun Carlson, who repre¬ 
sents Court ward and is a for¬ 
mer Epsom mayor, will be 
standing as Labour’s prospec¬ 
tive parliamentary candidate 
for Epsom and Ewell against 
Chris Grayling in next May’s 
general election. 

She is also a full-time officer 
for the GMB union’s southern 
branch. 

Together with a group of 12 
union colleagues, including 
three members of the trade 
union Unison, she was 
protesting at SCC’s proposed 
closures of six residential care 
homes in the county and were 
holding up banners and flags 
and handing out leaflets to 
people entering and leaving 
the building. 

Coun Carlson said the group 
did not block access to the 
front entrance, but at 1.30pm a 
man came from a bus stop and 
“marched” towards the group. 

She said he allegedly struck 
her arm to make her move out 
of the way, leaving a bruise - 
which she has photographed 
for evidence. 

Immediately afterwards she 
learned the man was the lead¬ 
er of the council - something 
she said she has subsequently 
confirmed from photographs. 

In a letter to the council she 
said the incident was the most 
outrageous behaviour she has 
experienced as a councillor. 

Coun Carlson has reported 
the incident to SCC’s monitor¬ 
ing officer and has asked the 
council to hand over CCTV 
footage of the incident.

A 24-year-old man was found 
not guilty of rape on Monday 
after the prosecution 
dropped the case against 
him. 

Mohammed Abdur Razzak, 


of Farriers Road, Epsom, was

Mr Razzak was arrested in 


June 2013 and his trial was 
due to start on Monday at 
Kingston Crown Court. 

But prosecutor Daniel 
Fugallo told the court new 
information had emerged 


that meant there was no real¬ 
istic prospect of conviction. 

As a result recorder Brock 
handed down a not guilty 
verdict and told Mr Razzak 
that he was free to go. 


He said: “The Crown have 
decided they are not going to 
proceed with these allega¬ 
tions against you and they 
have offered no evidence on 
each of the eight counts.” 


Former Fleet Street 
editor dies aged 96

A talented journalist who 
broke the story of the Great 
Train Robbery after turning 
his back on formal educa¬ 
tion aged 14 has died aged 96. 

Percy Trumble, who lived 
in Cedar Close, Epsom, for 
the past 30 years, passed 
away on October 17. 

Born in London, he grew 
up in Dulwich, Kennington 
and Morden and was an only 
child. 

A gifted student, he passed 
his 11-plus exam, but re¬ 
fused to go to a grammar 
school or to university. 

His son, David Trumble, 
68, a retired newspaper pho¬ 
tographer, said: “He left 
school aged 14 with extreme¬ 
ly good reports. 

“But his university was the 
university of life.” 

After leaving school, he 
went to work at the 
Associated Newspapers that 
produced the now defunct 
Evening News and the Daily 
Mail newspaper. 

His son said he had always

wanted to be a journalist. 

David Trumble said: “He 
took the view very early on 
at school that the university 
of life was out there and to 
him it was in Fleet Street. 

“He started at 14 as a copy 
boy, which was taking copy 
on paper to the different 
desks and down to the 
printers. 

“He then started as a 


junior reporter and got his 
shorthand and typing. 

“Then he was called up for 
military service and because 
he typed and had shorthand 
he was straight into the 
Royal Signals.” 

On his first period of leave, 
in 1940, he married Mar¬ 
garet, known as Peggy, 
giving her the reason that, 
“If I don’t come back you 
will get a widow’s pension!. 

He spent most of the war 
in the Middle East and Italy 
and returned to work at the 
Evening News after it ended. 

David Trumble said: “Over 
the years he became a 
picture editor and then the 
news editor and this was 
when the Evening News was 
selling more than one mil¬ 
lion copies a night.” 

One of the big stories that 
Mr Trumble covered was the 
Great Train Robbery of 1963. 

His son said: “I remember 
it. We would have the phone 
go off at any time in the 
night as dad was the news 
editor. This night it went 
again and again. 

“I woke up at the time and 
dad briefly said he had had a 
tip-off. He had a lot of con-

tacts in all sorts of places. 

“The Evening News came 
out with the story in the first 
edition. It broke the story.” 

Mr Trumble said his father 
could “smell a story before it 
even happened”. 

He said: “He was reported 
as knowing the streets of 
London better than its taxi 
drivers.” 

Mr Trumble’s wife Peggy 
died when she was 60. 

When he retired at the 
same age, the journalist 


moved to Epsom with his 
second wife Maureen. 

His main hobbies were 
bowls, driving and travelling 
and his son said he even did 
some work for the Epsom 
and Wimbledon Guardians. 

Mr Trumble was also fa¬ 
ther to Susan Pepper and 
Stephen Trumble. 

His funeral was yesterday. 
He leaves behind his wife 
Maureen Trumble, seven 
grandchildren and five 
great-grandchildren.

Ms Bell has a weekly class at 
West Ewell Infant School in 
Epsom. She studied at Nescot 
College in Ewell and at Epsom and 
Ewell High School.

A Leatherhead cafe, which 
aims to employ one new 
youngster for every 50 sand¬ 
wiches sold, was launched 
last month. 

Allsaints Cafe, which 
serves quality organic coffee 
and food, will provide train¬ 
ing for some of the area’s un¬ 
employed youngsters, in a 


part of Surrey recognised as 
a pocket of deprivation. 

Based at Allsaints Church 
in Kingston Road, the social 
enterprise, officially opened 
by the High Sheriff of Sur¬ 
rey, Peter Lee, already em¬ 
ploys three young people 
full-time. 

More than 150 people at¬ 
tended the launch event, in¬ 
cluding representatives of 
founding sponsors from local 
businesses. 

Andy Gill, the managing 


director, said at the opening 
on Friday: “People have been 
coming in and they have been 
wowed by it, it’s been 
incredible.” 

“The three guys working 
here are really excited, espe¬ 
cially as they got their first 
pay cheques today.” 

Leatherhead Youth Project, 
which owns the cafe, has 
been working with disadvan¬ 
taged young people in the 
community for 10 years and 
Mr Gill is community 


projects manager for the 
organisation. 

Inspiration for the youth 
project came from the desire 
to find positive things to do 
for about 50 youngsters with 
drug and violence problems 
who were congregating at the 
Kingston Road recreation 
ground. 

The Bfree Youth Cafe, 
which opens mid-afternoon 
when Allsaints shuts, is a 
safe place where about 50 
people aged 11 to 17 visit each 
day and are surrounded by 
positive role models. 

Mr Gill said: “Two out of 
three young people who live 
in Leatherhead North will 
leave secondary school with¬ 
out five GCSEs including 
maths and English. 

“In Surrey, the average get¬ 
ting over five A* to C grades 
is 75 per cent and yet in 
Leatherhead it is just 31 per 
cent. 

“The disparity there is 
huge.” 

As part of the National Ap¬ 
prenticeship Scheme, All¬ 
saints Cafe’s employees will 
achieve accredited training 
and improved employment 
prospects. 

It also provides a hot-desk 
service with six computers. 


Leatherhead Garden Com¬ 
munity hosted its third annu¬ 
al pumpkin carving event for 
families. 

The event produced a 
colourful array of outra¬ 
geous jack o’ lanterns, all in 
the name of Halloween. 

Local families met up on 
Saturday, October 25, to 
sculpt and carve their mas¬ 
terpieces for the four-hour 
event. A free lunch was 
served up to the hungry 
sculptors, which consisted of 
pumpkin-themed soups and 
Thai curries. 

The chairman, Phil Wessel, 
thanked Mole Valley Arts 


Alive Festival for helping 
fund the event and all the vol¬ 
unteers who helped create 
the garden. 

Mr Wessel said: “This is the 
third year we have run pump¬ 
kin carving and it has been 
another successful event, de¬ 
spite our initial setbacks ear¬ 
lier in the growing season.” 

The previous two attempts 
to grow the pumpkins were 
decimated by slugs and frost 
damage. 

The garden centre will be 
closed for the winter, but will 
re-open again for the spring 
with more events planned for 
its fourth year of operation.

Bank card scammers target elderly 


Scammers attempting to trick el¬ 
derly and vulnerable people into 
giving out bank details have 
struck twice in Worcester Park. 

A woman, 81, of Brookside Cres¬ 
cent, Worcester Park, was called 
last Tuesday at 10.30am, but re¬ 
fused to be taken in. A second

The scam works by the criminal

The caller will say your cards 
need to be replaced, ask for your 
Pin and have your bank card col¬ 
lected by a courier, such as an un¬ 
witting local taxi company. 

Police have urged residents to 
report encounters by calling 101 
five minutes after the call.

NHS - the good, bad and ugly 


The good, the bad and the ugly of 
the NHS. 

The good. Following a recent 
serious accident I was taken to 
Epsom Hospital’s accident and 
emergency department. In sec¬ 
onds I was in a wheelchair and 
then put on an examination 
table. I am aware that numerous 
staff were assessing my situa¬ 
tion, stabilising me and giving 
me intravenous painkillers, a 
tetanus jab and more. It was obvi¬ 
ous I needed specialist care and I 
was told very early on they were 
talking to Moorfields Eye Hospi¬ 
tal at St George’s, Tooting. 


I could not have hoped for bet¬ 
ter care. 

I was transferred by ambulance 
with lights and sirens all the way 
to St George’s where I was met by 
the Moorfields ophthalmic team 
as I arrived. An emergency surgi¬ 
cal procedure was carried out, a 
CT scan and a night spent on the 
ward. Following two check- ups I 
later had a bleed and was admit¬ 
ted to the main St George’s. 

That same day I was operated 
on. This needed a three-night 
stay in the ward. There will be 
many follow-up examinations to 
come. 


The care I received from every 
member of staff including sur¬ 
geons, doctors, nurses, catering 
and domestic staff both at Epsom 
A&E, Moorfields and the main St 
George’s Hospital was second to 
none and I thank them all. Even 
the food was excellent from a 
well known supplier. 

The bad. When the accident 
happened I told my neighbour I 
needed an ambulance or 
paramedic before he tried to find 
my wife. I am 68 and this is the 
first time I have ever asked for or 
needed an ambulance. 

My neighbour was told that 


they “hadn’t got one hanging” 
(about?). The suggestion was to 
take me to a walk-in centre (not 
A&E). My neighbour is aged 85 
and normally walks with a stick. 

He more or less had to carry me 
to Epsom A&E while also trying 
to hold himself up. I initially 
thought that I hoped the emer¬ 
gency operator could sleep at 
night, but my feelings soon 
changed. 

The ugly. Once home I started 
getting those nuisance calls 
about my recent accident.

MILK WOOD: "These poems, 
with their crudities, doubts and 
confusions are written for a 
love of man and in praise of 
God, and I'd be a damn fool if 
they weren't" wrote Dylan 
Thomas. The Path to Milk Wood, 
coming to Epsom Playhouse 
this month, tells the story of 
the erratic career of the poet 
and playwright Thomas.

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The fifth of November is 
traditionally a night of fun and 
mischief. But despite the fiery 
and explosive nature of 
Bonfire Night, AA Insurance 
data reveals that November is 
actually one of the least likely 
months of the year to have a 
household fire. 

In 2013, just five per cent of 
home fire claims were reported 
in November. That's compared 
to a high of 15 per cent in July. 

Janet Connor, managing 
director of AA Insurance 
said: "Out of every 
of the year, we'd 
probably think 
Bonfire Night is 
the most likely day 
that fireworks are 
used carelessly or 
small bonfires get out 


"But our data shows that's 
not usually the case. We 
actually see more claims for 
fire damage during the 
summer. 

We assume that's down to 
misuse of barbecues: good 
weather and a few beers seem 
to be more conducive to a fiery 
mishap than sparklers on a 
soggy November evening. 

"I also believe that most 
people prefer to go to an 
organised display that will be 
much better value for money,

"But if you do decide to have 
an amateur display at home, 
make sure you read the 
fireworks' instructions 
carefully and only use those 
that are marked to BS 7114. 

"Never try to start a bonfire 
using petrol or another 
accelerant and build it away 
from anything which could 
catch fire such as a shed or 
hedge. And don't throw 
spent fireworks on to the 
bonfire as they may still have 
some unexpected explosive 
life left in them." 

Though the AA receives 
relatively few household fire 
damage claims, there is a 
slight increase in claims for 
theft during November. In 


November 2013 18per cent of 
home claims were for theft, 
compared to an average of 
16per cent for the whole 
year. 

"If there's a local firework 
display on and your lights are 
off, an opportunistic burglar 
might suspect that's where 
you are so try to make your 
house look occupied if you 
can - perhaps leave a couple 
of lights on and don't forget to 
lock up both your windows 
and doors. 

"The good news is that fire 
and theft are generally 
covered as standard on home 
insurance policies." 

Overall, the number of fire 
claims reported to AA 
Insurance reduced by a huge 
79per cent between 2010 
and 2013.

Reduce drink-drive 


A recent survey by the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists (1AM) has 
found more than two-thirds (68 
per cent) of those who completed 
the survey would like the Scottish 
drink-drive limit introduced across 
England and Wales. 

A total of 2,632 people took part 
in the survey throughout October 
2014 

Under the new proposal, the 
Scottish government will lower the 
legal drink-drive limit to 50mg of 
alcohol in 100ml of blood before 
Christmas - to reduce the number 
of drink-related accidents and 
deaths on Scotland's roads. 

Over 83 per cent of I AM's survey 
respondents confirmed that they 
drink alcohol, and over 47 per cent 
have agreed lowering the limit 
from 80mg to 50mg of alcohol in 
100ml of blood will reduce the 
number of accidents taking place 
across UK roads. 

lAM's director of policy and re¬ 
search, Neil Greig said: "England 
and Wales are now totally out of 
step with drink-drive limits across 
the rest of Europe. Existing re¬ 


search has shown that between 63 
and 116 lives can be saved every 
year by a lower limit. Different 
limits are also a recipe for confu¬ 
sion and the 1AM would urge the 
Westminster government to re¬ 
view its approach as a matter of 
urgency." 

The poll further revealed that 
over 53 per cent would prefer 
more thorough police checks to 
target drink-drivers, while only five 
per cent would support an in¬ 
crease in alcohol prices to tackle 
the problem.
